PATRIOTIC RESOLUTION. 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
BELFAST, Sarurpay. 
The June sitting of the General Assembly 
of the Presbyterian Church in Ireland termi- 
nated to-day. The Moderator, Rev. Dr. 
West, presided, aud during the closing day's 
proc ma gs an important discussion arose re- 
garding the attitude of ministers of religion 
towards enlistment in His Majesty's Forces. 
Mr. Hamilton M‘Cleery, a lay member of 
the Assembly, moved the adoption of the 
following resolution :— 


That this Assembly Would be glad to see more of" 


the ministers of our Church who are over military 
age volunteering for service with the Y.M.C.A., and 
more of our younger ministers, licentiates; and 
studenie who are of military age, joining the 
R.A.M., or some other branch of the Army; that 
we call on our people to sacrifice their own comfort 
aud convenience by setting these men free from 
their charges, and, where. convenient, unitimg with 
other congregations for worship or for pulpit supply ; 
that we call on our ruling siders to assist in visita- 
tion of the sick and otherwise, and urge our people, 
by liberal contributéons to the committee in charge 
of the work among soldiers and sailors, to provide 
the means of caffying on this great work. 


Rev. R. K. Hanna (Dublin), in seconding 


| the resolution, suggested the formation of a 
| unit in connection with ambulance work. The 
| formation of such a unit, he said, would be 


held during ” Synod |

Presbyterian Church. 

Rev. J. T. C. Clementa (Dublin) advised 
that the resolution should be worded with | 
caution.

‘some other branch of the Army” would 
commit the Assembly to a position not yet 
taken by any of the great Churches because 
it meant jo’ ning combatant services. Person- 
ally he knew ministers who had joined com- 
batant branches of the forces, but that was 
a matter for themselves.

The younger ministers of 
their Church would be ey In a position of 
embarrassment, for if they did not join they 
would be open to the taunt on the part of 
some others that they had not courage to 
offer themselves. He was in general sym 
peer with the aims of the resolution, and 
ie would be proud to see an ambulance unit 
from the members of their Church.

The splendid victory achieved by Russia 
makes, in the operations agreed upon between 
the Allied Staffs, a valuable contribution to 
the common success. While before Verdun

Since yesterday evening Ypres Salient has 


again been the chief scene of activity on the 
British front. In the southern portion of it, 
from Hill 60 to a point about 1,500 yards to 
‘the north, the enemy shelled our trenches 
heavily for about three hours this afternoon. 
This bombardment was preceded during the 


morning by the shelling of the town of Ypres | 


and the back area south of it. To the north 
of Menin road our trenches were shelJed in- 
termittently throughout the day. There were 
no infantry actions during the day en this 
front, beyond an attempt by the enemy to 
rush one of our blocking posts in Sanctuary 
Wood. This was repulsed. Last night, 
after heavy bombardment of our trenches 
between Thiepval: and Blaumont Hamel, the

Valley, was able to cut off a few men, who | 


formed part of a wiring party, five being 
missing. On the rest of our front there is no- 
thine to report, except minor trench mortar 
and artillery actions.

)espite the overwhelming odds the Canadians 
put up a magnificent resistance, some of them 
actually sprang over the battered parapet, and 
with bayonets poised rushed towards the on- 
coming swarms. But the weight of numbers 
gave the shell-shaken defenders little chance, 
and ten minutes later the survivors, gathered 
together by a very gallant officer, who refused 
to retire until the order to do so had reached 
him. made their way through the infernal 
barrage which had all but filled in the com- 
munication trenches to the comparative shelter 
beyond the wood. When the Germans had 
occupied the ruined trench our artillery con- 
centrated upon them, and the effect of the 
British fire, intersecting the German barrage, 
which was still maintamed, raised a perfect 
sandstorm. lurid with the, quick flashes of the 
hurricane of @hells. That casualties were 
terribly heavy on both sides in this kind of 
fighting goes without saying. During the 
afternoon the German gunners turned the 
main volume of their fire upon Maple Copse, 
so called by the Canadians because amongst 
the shattered trees now forming it they 
have discovered the remains of two or 
three maples Several hours now passed 
without any further infantry activity, merely 
one sustained roar of the biggest artillery duel 
since the battle of Loos. 

Then just as it was falling dusk the Ger- 
mans, apparently concluding that it was im- 
possible anything living could remain in 
those few smoke-shrouded acres, advanced to 
take possession of the place. Their confidence, 
however, cost them dear. The enemy guns 
had created a smoke barrage to cover the ap 
proach of their infantry. From several points 
of cover parties of the Canadian Battalion, 
whose proud boast it is that throughout this 
terriblt day’s struggle they never lost an inch 
of ground although heavily attacked, watched 
the shadowy forms of the Boches advancing 
at the trot. In grim silence, they held their 
fire until, in the words of their commander,

On the Western front the troops, under 
General Broussilof, continued the offensive and 
the pursuit of the enemy. Fighting with 
enemy rearguards our troops have crossed the 
River Styr, above and below Lutzk. The 
forces which crossed the river are pursuing the 
enemy, who is endeavouring to hold his posi- 
tions in the rear. 

In Galicia, north-east (7? north-west) of 
Tarnopol, in the regions of Gliadka and 
Tsebroff, heavy fighting is going on tor the 
sossession of heights which have changed 
Lendl several times. 

Belgian armoured motor cars are lending 
most useful assistance to our troops The 
piercing of the enemy front region . of the 
Strypa has resulted in our occupation of a 
fortified possession on the eastern bank of the 
river. At dawn to-day our troops entered 
Buczacz. and developing the offensive along 
the Dniester carried the village of Scianka. 
In the village of Potokylotz we seized a large 
artillery park and large quantities of shells. 
The offensive is continuing. 

During yesterday's fighting we captured 97 
officers and 5,600 men and 11 guns, making a 
total up to the present of 1,240 officers, and 
about 71,000 men, 94 guns and 167 machine 
guns, 53 bomb mortars, and 4 large quantity 
of other war material. 

At many points of the Dvina front there 
was an artillery duel during the night of the 
8th. German bomb-throwing artillery was 
very active against different sectors of the 
Dvinsk position. In the region of the village 
of Krovo, south of Smorgon, the enemy at 
tempted several times to 
trenches.

That the Russian offensive in the 
south-western theatre will involve far-reach- 
ing consequences on all Allied fronts seems to 
be the general opinion of military obsexvers, 
and we may be certain that the Russian High 
Command is not oblivious to.the new conjunc- 
ture that is likely to arise in the northern 
front in the wake of transference of German 
units to the succour of. the Austrians. Already 
the consequences of this offensive are felt in 
the Italian theatre.

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and the Ulster Unionist members will take 
towards Mr. Lloyd George’s p ed settle- 
ment of the Irish question by the exclusion 
of six Ulster counties. During the past few 
days the delegates to the Council have been 
considering the proposal with their con- 
stituents in the various electoral districts, and 
although it is not possible to-night to give 
more than a general indication of the result, 
it is expected that a satisfactory arrangement 
will be made at the meeting to-morrow. The 
one outstanding fact is the confidence which 
the members of the Council repose in sir 
Edward Carson. He has, as he always said 
he would, put frankly before the delegates the 
offer which he received as representing Ulster, 
and at the same time pointed out the difficul- 
ties and dangers of the present position in 
which the Empire is placed. But he has in 
no way attempted to force the judgment ot 
the delegates, and, while pointing out the diffi- 
culties, has tol@ them that he is prepared to 
stand by their decision. It is this spirit of 
mutual confidence and trust that will, { be- 
lieve, be the keynote of the Council 's decision 
to-morrow. Bitterly as the Unionists in the 
Counties of Cavan, Monaghan, and Donegal 
dislike the idea of being included in an Irish 
Parliament, they will, I believe, place them 
selves unreservedly in the hands of Sir 
Edward Carson, and if they are compelled by 
the force of Imperial necessity to be severed 
from the rest of Ulster they will make the 
sacrifice as loyal subjects, deeply appreciating 
the Empire’s need for harmony at home in 
face of the enemy sbroad, and in the hope that 
that sacrifice will be taken into account im 
devising safeguards for their future welfare. 

The Mid-Antrim Constitutional Association 
on Saturday evening held a meeting, and their 
decision indicates the attitude which will be 
taken by the majority of Unionists in the pro- 
vince. The meeting was attended by Cap 
tain the Hon. Hugh O'Neill and Mr. Ronald 
MeNeill, M.P., and a resolution was unani- 
mously adopted expressing absolute  confi- 
dence in Sir Edward Carson, his wisdom and 
leadership, and approving of any step in re- 


gard to Ulster which he might think judicious | 


to make for the settlement of the Irish ques- 
tion, and the good of Imperial interests. Ihe 
attitude of the Nationalists in Ulster is not 
quite so clear. Recent meetings held in the 
province have undoubtedly been strongly 
against any exclusion of Ulster, however pa 
tial. This is, of course; merely to stiffen the 
leaders or stampede their followers, but all 
sensible Nationalists know perfectly well that 
it is too late now to try and force Ulster 
under a Home Rule Parliament when Ulster 
refuses to go, and they believe that the only 
chance of uniting Ireland in one Parliament in 
the future is to accept the scheme now sug- 
vested, and by efficient and impartial govern. 


ment and good management induce Ulster to | 


share any advantages that an Irish Parliament 
may offer. The influence of Mr. Devlin 
amongst Nationalists in Ulster, which was 
never greater than it is at the present time, 
is, I telieve, being used for the acceptance 
of Mr. Lloyd George’s scheme, just as the 
l'nionists in the province will rely upon Sir 
Edward Carson’s judgment; I think, there- 
fore, it will be found that any convention of 
Ulster Nationalists will be largely guided by 
the attitude taken up by Mr. Devlin.

Reswolved—That we hereby declare our conviction 
that a full and complete measure of national self- 
government for the whole of Ireland is the only 
sutistactory way ef settling the Irish question and 
restoring peaceful and prosperous conditions in lre- 
land: and: that eopies of. this resolution be sent to 
our Parliamentary leaders. 

In moving the resolution, he said the Irish 
people would not tolerate any patched-up 
settlement. They should have seli-govern- 
ment for the whole of Ireland. 

Mr. Fleming seconded the resolution. — 

Mr. MeKenna agreed with the resolution, 
but thought they should add to it their pro- 
test against any attempt to partition Ireland, 
and call for a National Convention before any 
settlement would be considered, as there was 
no mandate from the country on the question. 
He proposéd that the following be added to 
Mr. O'Shea’s resolution :— | 

Resolved—That we protest against any attempt 
to partition Ireland; that we call for a National 
Convention to decide this question, which has never 
been before the electors, and for which no mandate 
was given to anyone, as the people were hever con- 
sulted: that, after centuries ef struggle and sacri- 


fice, the Irish people will not rmit their country 
to be AA And bua their nationhood surrendered 


behind their backs and to suit the convenience of 
England. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted. 

At the fortnightly meeting of the Tralee 
Rural Council, on the motion of Mr. Horan, 
seconded by Mr. Griffin, a resolution was 
unanimously adopted, emphatically protesting 
against any agreement embodying the parti- 
tion of any part of Ireland, and as being 
against the hold spirit of Irish Nationality, 
and that, rather than agree to the splitting 
up of Ireland, they would prefer to leave the 


matter of an agreement stand over until we! 


can be represented at the Peace Conference 
which will take place when the war is over.

A GERMAN SMOKE TRICK. 


An officer who served on one of 
the vessels of the light cruiser squadrons 
during the Skagger Rak battle, in 
a letter home, says the Germans have 
a trick of spreading clouds of whitish 
yellow smoke which provides a screen behind 
which their ships can maneuvre without 
being seen. H.M $. Falmouth was the object 
of an unsmccessful submarine attack, and a 
Zeppelin was driven off by gunfire.

We were hit many times, but the main por- 
tion of shells smashed against the armour 
plate and simply stained it. Two destroyers 
attacked us, and both were crumpled up 
whilst a German cruiser shared a similar fate. 
We had a smack at the Hindenburg, and got 
a salvo home on her. Many of my ship- 
mates are of opinion that she went down 
afterw ards The general opinion among the 
British sailors is that the German losses are 
three times ours.

MEMORIAL SERVICES IN DUBLIN. 


A Service in memory of Lord Kitchener 
was held in the Centenary Church, Stephen's 
Green, last night, and was well attended. The 
hymns were ' Brief life is here our portion” 
(Bernard of Cluny); “ Eternal Father, strong 
to save” (W. Whiting), “God Save our 
Gracious King,” “For all the saints who 
from their labours rest’’ (Bishop How), and 
“ Jerusalem the Golden '” (Bernard of Cluny). 
The lesson was 90th Psalm. . Rev. F. E. 
Harte delivered an address on the words, “For 
David, after he had served his own genera- 
tion by the will of God, fell on sleep” (Acts 
xiii, 36). Having spoken of the typical 
Christian life, he applied the exposition to 
the career of the great soldier whe had re- 
cently been called into eternity. Lord 
Kitchener died in full vigour and full 
strength, having completed a mighty work. 
He was ess to do for the nation a service 
that would for ever place the whole Empire 
in his debt, and that he was a to do 
that work was something for which each one 
of them should thank and praise Almighty 
God. They all knew what he did in Egypt, 
and the difficult task which he undertook and 
successfully carried out in South Africa, but 
it seemed to the presen that in the present 
tremendous struggle of the ages the name of 
Lord Kitchener would go down to the future 
coupled with im eriahable glory. No monu- 
ment that could be erected to him would ever 
mean so much to the nation as the monument 
of five million men in khaki who were en- 
listed, trained, and equipped in such a short 
time to defend the Empire. At the close of 
the Service the organist (Mr. Deale) played 
the Dead March in “Saul,” the congregation 
standing.

Then there were 
books of military instruction, and a pamphlet 
on Sinn Fein policy. One of the letters 
found was a reply from the War Office au- 
thorities to an application of McEntee’s for 
a commission in His Majesty’s Army. 


MR, HEALY AND THE GOVERNMENT. 


Cross-examined by Mr. Healy—Was there 
a Government in Ireland while all this was 
going on? Were the police in Dundalk? 

es. 

Did your authorities allow a number of 
young men, under the eyes of the police and 
the Government, to join an organisation 
which you now say is pro-German and illegal ? 
Yes. 

Therefore, whatever my clients did they 
did it with the idea that the Government 
was, at all events, tolerating them? That 
seems to have been Mr. Birrell’s business. 

Did you allow all these young men to be 
brigaded, drilled, organised, armed, and pro- 
Germanised without taking any steps to stop 
it? We did not interfere. 

You allowed fifteen year old boys to be 
drilled? We did not. 

But Mr. Birrell and the Government did, 
and now they are being tried for their lives. 
Did the Government allow these Volunteers 
to get arms and ammunition, and military 
instructions, in Dundalk for the last two 
years without interference? I am not in a 
position to express an opinion on that. 

Did you ever caution them? No. 

Did you ever tell them they were taking a 
course that might lead to trouble’ No. 

You have described this: Spark as a pro- 
German organ’? Yes. 

Mr. Healy (reading) from the Spark— 
“The only man ever born into the world 
who cannot make a mistake is honest John 
Dillon, the Mayo gombeen man’’—is that 
pro-German ? 

The witness—That is an exception. 

Head Constable Donnelly, Dundalk, told 
the Court that on the 28th April last he 
opened the desk which McEntee had at the 
power house, Dundalk, and found a quantity 
of papers and letters, among the latter being 
a letter from the late P. H. Pearse, who was. 
the Commander-in-Chief of the rebels, recom- 
mending McEntee to push on the work and com- 
plete their equipment and training. He also 
roduced a book containing what he took to 
os a list of names of the Volunteers in 
Dundalk, and a circular from Cumenn na 
Bhan relating to a drawing for the distribu- 
tion of arms to be held on the 8th April. 

In reply to Mr. Healy the witness said 
that he had taken no steps to interfere with 
the Volunteer organisation; but he had been 
in Dundalk only four months. 

Head Constable Kinahan proved a state- 
ment made by Leahy on April 27 to District 
Inspector Smith before that officer was killed, 
in which he stated that on the previous 
Sunday they walked into Ardee, where they 
got rifles there from a strange car. They 
then went to Collon, and from that to Slane, 
where they stopped till 3 o’clock next morn- 
ing. They walked through Dunleer into 
Castlebellingham, and on to Lurgangreen, 
where they met a strange man ón a car, who 
said he came from Dublin, and that fighting 
was going on there. “So,” continues the 
statement, ‘“‘we were all taken together to 
get our guns ready. We were told that if we 
moved we would be shot. All the motor 
cars that were coming in from the races were 
held up with revolvers, and the cars were 
taken possession of. We went on to Dun-- 
shaughlin, and as the motor cars ran short of 
trol we had all to get out and walk. A 
ew of us got together, and said we would 
not go. So we had to hand up our rifles 
and ammunition. We had to leave them, 
and walk where we were arrested.” 

Percy Alfred Spalding, Engineer, and 
Manager of the Electricity Works, Dundalk, 
under whom the accused, McEntee, had been 
employed, gave bim an excellent character 
from the personal point of view, as well as 
from the professional. Testimonials from offi. 
cials in Belfast were also read. e witness 
said that McEntee had left on the Thursday 
before Easter for his holiday, promising to 
be back at Nis work on Monday morning.

ville three minutes after a shot was fired at 
a car. He saw Dunville sink to the ground, 
and would have gone to assist him but that 
their commander thought it imperative, from 
information which he had received, that they 
should no longer remain there. He was 
charged with having given assistance to the 
King’s enemies. He absolutely denied that 
he had given, directly or indirectly, assistance 
to the King’s enemies. Anything he did was 
done out of Jove for Ireland, and not to assist 
the King’s enemies in any way. Such an 
idea never occurred to him. To him all 
foreign Governments were the same. Out of 
two evils he would choose the lesser. Eng- 
land had’ done much of recent years to im- 
prove his country. He did not like the Con- 
stitution of Germany, and if he were desirous 
of seeking an ally for the regeneration of 
Ireland he would seek one of a sort more 
congenial to his own country than that of 
Germany. He pleaded guilty to having 
taken part in the rebellion. He was a member 
of the Volunteers that were raised and 
equipped with the approval of the Govern- 
ment; and the Government knew their 
doctrines, which was the creation of an Irish 
Government. If it was not a crime to take 
part in an organisation trained and equipped 
with the sanction of the Irish Executive Go- 
vernment, it was not a crime to take part in 
a rebellion. He admitted that for some 
months, up to April 24, he was an active 
and enthusiastic Volunteer; and he was a 
Volunteer, first of all, because, being an Irish- 
man, he thought that the economic and in- 
dustrial future of his country could only be 
assured by such government as was enjoyed 
by the Empire’s free Dominions. He re- 
cognised that the Home Rule Act was such a 
measure, and, taking a note from the book of 
his fellow-citizens of Belfast, who were ready 
to make a display of force against that Act, 
he was a Volunteer because, being an Ulster- 
mgn, and knowing the history of his province 
and of his country, he knew how Catholic and 
National Ireland looked up to Protestant and 
Unionist Ulster for much that was noblest 
and grandest in Irish history. He thought 
he saw in the promise of an Amending Bill a 


.| proposal whereby Ulster should be cut off and 


separated from the Iteland which he loved, 
and in such issue he was obliged to disavow 
the hope which he cherished, that one day 
in this land the old religious feuds should be 
forgotten, and that North and South, which 
now very much misjudged each other, should 
unite and work harmoniously together for the 
good of their common country. He saw his 
hopes falsified by the promise of an Amending 
Bill, and he saw no protection against it but 
some such organisation as the Ulster Volun- 
teer Foree. He admitted that he took part in 
events which he afterwards discovered were a 
rebellion ; but his sole aim and object was to 
resist the suppression of the organisation 
whose maintenance he regarded as a great 
safeguard against the repeal of Home Rule. 
Throughout the whole proceedings he had no 
idea or desire to assist the enemy. When

EVIDENCE FOR THE DEFENCE. 

Mr. T. Erskine Alexander, solicitor, Bel- 
fast, said he was motoring from Fairyhouse 
Races to Belfast, when he was stopped at 
Dromiskey by about thirty armed men.

A chauffeur named Dickson, who drove 
another motor car going to Belfast, gave evi- 
dence of having been stopped by the rebels, 
who took possession of his car, after having 
turned out the owner. McEntee sat beside 
him as he drove back to Castlebellingham 
from Lurgan Green. e were five. other 
rebels in the car sitting behind him, and one 
of them put his rifle to his left shoulder and 
fired at the police who were lined up against 
the railings at Castlebellingham. e heard 
the man say that he had got first blood. 
McEntee had only a little automatic’ pistol. 
McEntee gave him money to buy food 

To the Prosecutot—McEntee told me that 
he had been in Dublin that morning, and took 
part in the rising there.

AN IRISH SETTLEMENT, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirz,—Surely the settlement of 'the Irish 
question as desired by the Government in con- 
sequence of supposed Imperial necessities is 
not alone the worst possible for Ireland, but in 
the end will dangerously affect the greater in- 
terests of the whole Empire. It seems to the 
ordinary mind inconceivable that Ulster 
Unionists should be called upon so soon to 
break the Covenant which was signed by them 
only a short time ago under the most solemn 
and reverend conditjons, and thus consent to 
the surrender of their co-religionists and 
fellow Ulster men, to the control of a party 
which will assuine authority, pena do ed 4 and 
angry by the failure of their larger Home 
Rule aspirations. The life of many Unionists 
in outlying districts in some parts of Ulster 
is not even now a very pleasant experience. 
What may it not be in future if this foolish 
and retrograde attempt to sacrifice Ireland 
for British purposes is further proceeded with? 
If some arrangement is insisted on, and be- 
comes necessary in the opinion of our leaders, 
then, surely, the clean cut of the whole of 
Ulster is infinitely to be preferred to the ex- 
clusion of six counties and inclusion of three. 
The resulting confusion would upset every 
business interest both public and private, and 
would cayse inconceivable confusion in every 
departinest of government. If the Nationalists 
considered the matter dispassionately they 
must see that the exclusion of six counties 
would tell against their interests in these dis- 
tricts ; they would have practically énly a few 
representatives in the Imperial House of Com- 


mons, and if some local body in the future 
was set up to control local government they 
might have no representative at all; whereas 
if the whole province was excludéd they would 
have strong representation at Westminster, 
and form a powerful opposition if an Ulster 
Assembly in the near future formed part of a 
general plan of Imperial federation. If, then, 
there is to be a clean cut in Ulster, in the 
interest of all Ulster parties, let the cut be, 
indeed, clean that it may work. If this will 
not be accepted, then the whole in-and-ont 
plan should be contemptuously rejected.
